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The  Story  of  a  Master  Builder

(ehind  the  success  of  every  individual  or  organization  lies  a 
story.  Courageous  leadership,  determination,  ambition  in  unstinted 
measure,  fuel  the  pen  from  which  flows  the  story  of  accomplishment. 
Spiced  with  adventure  and  pluck  is  the  tale  of  the  William  Kennedy 
Construction  Company,  215  Montague  Street,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 


Burrowing  into  the  innards  of  the  earth,  weaving  giant  bones  of 
steel  into  frameworks  of  majestic  structures,  moulding  tons  of  mortar, 
granite,  marble  and  brick  into  regal  edifices,  the  Kennedy  Company 
occupies  the  throne  of  King  Builder  in  Brooklyn. 

Born  in  Belfast,  the  son  of  John  Kennedy,  a  soldier  who  survived 
the  world  famous  battle  at  Balaklava  in  the  Crimean  War,  William 
Kennedy,  came  to  America  with  his  father  in  1870  at  the  age  of 
five.  They  settled  in  Brooklyn.  He  attended  Public  School  5,  on 
Gold  Street  and  upon  his  graduation  entered  a  business  college. 

Before  coming  to  this  country  John  Kennedy,  father  of  William, 
at  the  age  of  seventeen  joined  the  Royal  Horse  Artillery  of  the  British 
Army  endowed  with  the  courage  and  determination  of  old  Erin. 
Anxious  to  taste  the  sweetness  of  adventure,  the  bitterness  of  priva¬ 
tion  and  to  profit  by  association  with  mature,  hardened  veterans,  he 
journeyed  with  that  outfit  to  the  scene  of  the  Crimean  War  and  par¬ 
ticipated  in  engagements  at  Alma,  Inkerman,  Balaklava  and  the 
siege  of  Sebastopol,  dashing  “into  the  jaws  of  death;  into  the  mouth 
of  Hell.” 

Sir  Alfred  Tennyson  in  that  immortal  poem,  “The  Charge  of  the 
Light  Brigade,”  painted  an  eloquent,  stirring  word  picture  of  how 
“someone  had  blundered.”  But  “their’s  not  to  reason  why;  their’s 
but  to  do  or  die.”  John  Kennedy  was  one  of  the  673  men  who  rode 
into  battle;  one  of  the  195  who  came  back. 

His  courage  was  intensified,  his  character  moulded  by  this  gruel¬ 
ling  experience.  He  learned  self-reliance,  fairness,  honesty  and  per¬ 
severance;  attributes  which  he  handed  down  to  his  son,  William,  and 
grandson,  William,  Jr. 


That  same  courage  and  ability  to  surmount  seemingly  impregnable 
obstacles,  which  he  learned  in  his  earlier  days,  applied  to  commercial 
endeavors,  won  for  John  Kennedy  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  building 
trade. 

During  those  days  when  William  was  receiving  his  elementary 
education,  his  father  was  striving  for  recognition  as  a  builder. 
The  expeditious  manner  in  which  he  completed  contracts,  the  per¬ 
fection  of  his  workmanship  and  his  aptitude  at  hurdling  every  diffi¬ 
culty,  spurred  him  to  a  commanding  position  in  the  trade. 

When  William  Kennedy  completed  his  schooling  he  entered  his 
father’s  employ;  not  as  an  official,  but  at  the  bottom  rung  of  the 
ladder.  His  day  began  before  Old  Sol  peaked  over  the  horizon.  At 
5.15  A.  M.  he  boarded  the  Fulton  Ferry  for  Manhattan,  then  rode 
in  a  horse  drawn  bus  to  59th  Street  and  Sixth  Avenue  where  the 
Navarre  Flats  were  in  the  course  of  construction  under  his  father’s 
supervision,  already  a  noted  builder. 

This  structure,  since  demolished,  was  the  first  in  Greater  New 
York  to  rise  nine  stories.  Thus  has  the  Kennedy  family  not  only  wit¬ 
nessed  but  given  impetus  to  the  evolution  of  building. 

Laboring  on  this  structure,  William  Kennedy  began  an  appren¬ 
ticeship  which  lasted  four  years.  At  the  outset  he  received  a  dollar 
a  day — no  work  no  pay.  After  two  years  of  manual  labor  he  received 
the  current  journeyman’s  wages,  two  dollars  for  a  twelve  hour  day 
which  began  at  7  A.  M. 

Six  months  later  he  accepted  employment  with  the  Richard 
Deeves  building  firm  which  he  described  as  “a  measure  designed  to 
inculcate  self-reliance.’’  Two  years  later  he  was  earning  four  dollars 
a  day.  He  then  rejoined  his  father,  as  a  foreman.  When  he  attained 
his  majority,  William  Kennedy  was  placed  in  charge  of  important 
construction  work,  having  demonstrated  his  superiority  over  other 
employees  who  might  have  qualified  for  the  position.  Two  years 
later  he  was  made  a  partner  in  the  firm. 

The  first  steel  structure  constructed  under  William  Kennedy’s  direc¬ 
tion  was  the  Arbuckle  Sugar  Refinery  and  warehouse,  on  the  Brooklyn 
waterfront.  This  was  in  1900.  The  Kennedy  firm  then  completed 
the  armory  of  Troop  C,  which  cost  approximately  $500,000  and  con- 


tained  what  at  that  time  were  the  largest  steel  spans  in  the  world. 
From  1900  to  1907  many  waterfront  buildings  were  erected  under  Mr. 
Kennedy’s  supervision.  Brooklyn  industries  were  at  that  time  creep¬ 
ing  toward  the  world  leadership  possessed  today. 

In  the  same  assiduous  fashion  exemplified  by  his  father,  yet  in¬ 
tensified  a  hundredfold,  William  Kennedy  carried  on  where  his  Dad 
left  off.  Temples  of  worship,  shrines  of  finance,  cathedrals  of  merri¬ 
ment,  fraternal  edifices,  institutions  of  healing,  massive  apartments, 
have  risen  at  the  command  of  and  stand  today  as  monuments  to  the 
Kennedy  organization. 

Co-ordinating  the  many  cogs  which  make  up  his  building  machine, 
Mr.  Kennedy  has  displayed  that  same  mastery  of  building  within  his 
own  company  which  has  been  manifest  in  its  operations.  Its  functions 
are  so  systematized,  so  devoid  of  complications  and  unanticipated 
problems  that  tons  of  concrete  have  been  set,  thousands  of  rivets  shot 
into  skeletons  of  steel  and  with  Aladdin-like  magic  unsightly, 
dilapidated  masses  of  wood  and  brick  have  been  swept  aside,  great 
foundations  laid  and  towering  structures  erected. 

The  beauty,  permanency  and  exactitude  of  every  “Kennedy’’  con¬ 
struction  detail  has  won  for  the  company  a  pyramiding  host  of 
admirers. 

Masterpieces  of  “Kennedy’  ’  workmanship  include :  ColumbusClub, 
home  of  Columbus  Council,  K.  of  C.,  1  Prospect  Park  West;  the  E.  F. 
Albee  theatre;  the  twenty-three  story  office  building  of  the  North 
River  Insurance  Company,  no  William  Street,  Manhattan;  the  new 
Williamsburgh  Savings  Bank  Building,  opposite  the  L.  I.  R.  R.  Depot 
at  Flatbush  Avenue;  the  last  mentioned  is  declared  to  be  without 
architectural  equal  in  the  greater  city. 

The  Broadway  Temple,  erected  at  a  cost  of  $5 ,500,000  at  Broadway 
between  173rd  and  174th  Streets,  Manhattan,  is  another  gem  in  the 
Kennedy  diadem.  It  houses  a  virtual  village  and  includes  a  church, 
gymnasium  and  apartment,  a  hotel,  stores  and  an  auditorium  capable 
of  seating  2,200.  It  rises  thirty-four  stories.  Erected  on  high  ground, 
the  church  spire  rises  far  above  the  citadels  of  business,  to  the  highest 
altitude  of  any  place  of  worship  in  the  metropolitan  area.  “We  built 
the  Broadway  Temple  not  for  profit  but  for  the  glory  of  God,  ’  ’  explains 


Mr.  Kennedy,  whose  piety  and  deep  religious  fervor  has  been 
evidenced  by  his  participation  in  many  church  movements  of  the 
borough. 

Just  as  his  Dad  joined  his  father,  William  Kennedy,  Jr.,  has  en¬ 
tered  the  business  and  today  many  problems  of  cost,  production  and 
estimation  are  thrust  on  the  younger  member  of  the  firm  whose  busi¬ 
ness  sagacity,  mature  judgment  and  alertness  have  commanded  for 
him  the  respect  of  contemporaries  and  captains  of  commerce  and 
industry. 

Rated  as  monuments  to  the  Kennedy  Construction  Company  are: 
the  new  structure  of  St.  John’s  Hospital;  Bethany  Presbyterian 
Church;  Arion  Pythian  Temple;  Borden  Milk  Plant,  Long  Island  City; 
Caledonian  Hospital;  Highland  Park  and  Carlton  Avenue  Branches 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.;  Stewart  Hall  Apartments,  Manhattan;  National 
Title  and  Guarantee  Company  Building,  Montague  Street,  Brooklyn; 
Northport  Trust  Company  Edifice;  Brooklyn  Times  Building;  Brook¬ 
lyn  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital;  the  office  building  of  the  Kings  County 
Real  Estate  Corporation;  Sailor’s  Snug  Harbor  Apartments,  Man¬ 
hattan;  New  York  Congregational  Home  for  the  Aged. 

One  of  the  largest  present  undertakings  is  the  construction  of  the 
new  edifice  of  the  Central  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  adjoining  the 
Williamsburgh  Savings  Bank  Building.
